“Should the Supreme Court decide it’s 
legal to execute prisoners, Ohio's recen- 
tly installed generators will once again 
whir, Proponents argue that capitol 
punishment is a deterrent.

There is speculation among those in 
legal circles that another execution will 
never take place in America. “After all,” 
they reason, “this is the twentieth cen. 
tury." 

However, if the scholars of law are 
wrong, men will be lead one by one, from 
isolated cells to a small anteroom that 
houses little furnishing except for the 
high. back chair, witnesses, guards, a 
warden and an executioner simply called 
“we the people.” 

In this state's case, the execution order 
will be read to the condemend prisoner, 
A patch of hair will have been shaven 
clean to allow the head device to make 
skull contact. A pant leg will be slit to ac- 
commodate the lower electrode to be 
fastened securely around exposed skin 
near the ankle: 

At the given hour on the specified date, 
the prisoner will be lead into the room 
and placed in ‘‘society's child." 
Overhead will be two lights-—-a lit green 
one and an unactivated red one. He will 
be tightly strapped across the chest, first. 
Then the wrist straps and leg eledtrode

will be secured. The face mask and 
“skull cap” will be the last articles ap- 
plied. It ail takes less than 60 seconds. 

The warden will nod and the sound of 
the generators will be the only thing 
audible. The unactivated red light is 
automatically lit. Surges of electricity 
flow through the body of the convicted 
man. He toses control of his bladder and 
bowels. Smoke rises from the leg futily 
jumping from the expected unexpected 
voltage. 

The switch is then put in the “off” 
position. Slumping in the death chair, the 
semi-dead man is lunged forward when 
the switch is thrown a second time. 
Perhaps involuntary muscle movement... 
The third time is to insure’ sufficient 
current has passed through the body. 

After a doctor's examination is com: 
pleted, the body is quickly removed and 
the death chair cleaned; waiting for its 
next victim. The high court is expected to 
make its decision about June. In the 
meantime, the chair waits as the 13 per. 
sons waiting for it. And the clocks

If so, it will be 
the first_time in NBA history. 

K.C. Jones’ Bullets have clinched the Eastern Con- 
ference title and are waiting for the winner of the above 


contest. If the Warriors win, another black coach, Al At- » 


tles, will bé at the helm. 

In-addition to Jones and Attles, other black coaches 
in the NBA are Ray Scott of the Detroit Piston, Lenny 
Wilkens of the Portland Trail Blazers and Bill Russell of 
the Seattle Supersonics, 

During his playing days, K.C. was an eight Boston 
Celtics’ World Championship teams. After trying his 
hand as a college coach, Jones returned to the pro 
ranks, 

He was assistant coach of the Los Angeles Lakers 
when they won the title in 1971-72. Also on the Laker 
team that year was Jim Cleamons of Ohio State and Lin- 
den-MckKinley, who is now playing with the Cleveland 
Cavaliers. 


Jones became head coach of the Bullets last year 
and lost in the play-off. His young team was awittle more 
seasoned this year and won the Eastern title. 

Attles is in sixth year as head coach in the NBA, 
During the past five years, his teams have been in three 
play-offs and won 191 games against 167 losses. 

Assisting Attles with his coaching duties is Joe 
Roberts, former East high and Ohio State star. Prior to 
going to the West coast, Joe had been an assistant 
coach and recruiter for the University of lowa. Before 
going to lowa, he coached at Western Michigan Univer- 
sity. So there will be a lot of local fans pulling for the 
Warriors.

Wardell Jackson, captain of Ohio State's basketball 
team his senior year, was the 98th draft choice of Seat- 
tle, Jackson didn’t see too much action this year. 

When Jackie Robinson was playing with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers in 1947, it was reported that he told 
his mother not to just pray for him but also Pray for the 
team.

In Landover, Md., located along the freeway between 
Washington D.C. and Baltimore, the Bullets defeated the 
Boston Celtics, the defending NBA champions 98-92 for 
the Eastern Conference title.

To add frosting on the Mother's Day cake for the 
Bullets, a little black dude named, Kevin Porter (5-11) 
proved that there is room for a little man in pro ASKET- 
BALL. He maneuvered in and out among the taller Celtic 
Players to Score 21 points with 13 of them coming in the 
fourth quarter. 

Although the Big "E,". Elvin Hayes, was held to 15 
points, Phil Chenier tossed in 24 and Nick Weather- 
spoon added 15 more to compensate for H 
coolness. Boston paid the penalty. for double-team ng 
Hayes and leaving Weatherspoon free. 

Weatherspoon, who played his college basketball at 
WWinois and with Canton McKinley high school, scored 
494 points for the Bullets last year, for a 7.6 average in 
65 games he played.

End of .The Line 
in Vietnam 


The end of the American presence in Vietnam was 
a humillating scene of helicopters tiying Americans 
and refugees out of the country while the masses of 
South Vietnamese expressed their feelings of “good 
riddance” by sacking our embassy. 

Had we not been captives of an overreaching desire 
to be the world’s policeman the war might have ended 
a dozen years ago, when the neutralist forces in the 
South were winning popular support. We have to face 
the sad fact that the war that rayaqad that small 
nation continued only because of American support, 
arms shipments and combat troops. . 

As devastating as the war was to-the Vietnamese, it 
caused irreparable damage to ourselves as well. Just 
look at some of the results of that misguided adven- 
ture: 

:56,000 Americans died and over 300,000 were 
wounded, a disproportionate number of them, black. 

: Estimates of the direct and indirect costs of the 
war range up to $400 billidn, or more than enough on 
an annual basis to have wiped out American povert 


starting back in 1961, and still have most of it le 
over, 
: Our country's international prestige was heavily 


damaged by its persistence in Squandering its arms 
and resources in a civil war of no vital strategic im- 
rtance to us. 

a A prime victim of the war was the Second Recon- 
struction -- the reforms aimed at extending social and 
economic -progress to black people, Once 
Washington realized it could not afford both guns and 
butter it chose guns, escalating the Vietnam adven- 
ture and calling a halt to domestic programs. 

: Many economists trace the current Depression to 
the economic imbalances caused by the expensive, 
unproductive war in Vietnam. 

: The war divided the country, diverted our energies 
and weakened national self-confidence. 

Already we see the beginnings of a national debate 
over “who lost Vietnam?” as if It was ours to hold or 
to lose. Even. those who call for national recon. 
ciliation: and for Putting the whole dismal thing 
behind us don't seem to realize the need to admit past 
mistakes and understand why they were made, so that 
they'll never be made again. 

The President was askin Congress for a billion 
dollars in military aid for jaigon just a couple of 
weeks before the city fell, indicating that the lessons 
of the past have not penetrated. We could have ship- 
ped a hundred billion to Saigon, and the same result 
would have occurred. South Vietnam did not tall 
because American support was not forthcoming, It 
fell because its leadership was corrupt to the core, its 
army both corrupt and incompetent, and its people 
unwilling to make further sacrifices for & cause that 
meant little to them. 

We are now about to embark on a far-ranging reap- 
praisal of foreign policy, and this is something that 
should not just be the province of State Department 
g@ the country and the 
Congress can participate in,

(KEDS), Dr. Geneva Gay, a 
KEDS consultant, ® 
describes certain patterns 
she has observed in the 
way black students test the 
authority of white teachers. 
She is interviewed by 
newsletter editor Joyce 
Kaser as follows: 

Questions by editor: 
How do black students at- 
tempt to build a power 
base for themselves in the 
classroom? 

Answer by Dr. Gay: 
They'll generally fall back 
on their ability to use 
words which they may do 
best. They use verbal 
fluency to run games “on 
teachers. 

Question: What do you 
mean by running a game. 

Answer: Game in this 
sense is a_ survival 
Strategy, a manipulative 
device or a power play 
used by students to 
achieve certain ends. since 
they're strong in oral com- 
munication, most of the 
games have a verbal base. 

Question: How do these 
games cause conflict? 

Answer: Often white 
teachers simply don’t un- 
derstand what's going on, 
view students’ behavior as 
threatening and get caught 
up-in-a-power struggle. If 
they understood what was 
happening, then they 
could provide a more ap- 
propriate response, 
avoiding conflict. 
Question: What's an 
example of one of these 
games? 

Answer: Let's start with 
loud talking. This is a 


mumbling routine, an in- 
direct approach to indicate 
displeasure with what a 
teacher says or how it's 
conveyed. A young person 
will mumble (perhaps: with 
head down or: turned 
toward another student) 
loud enough for the 
teacher to hear noise but 
not words. The adult may 
view this as a Challenge to 
authority and follow-up

They are the men of the #4 
cleaner at U.S. Steel’s Cuyahoga 
Works. Jim Thomas, super- 
intendent of the wire mill at 
Cuyahoga, described best their 
ordeal. 

“Last winter, with the 
tremendous need for wire and 
wire products to be produced, 
the #4 cleaner at Cuyahoga was 
probably the only cleaning 
house that operated outside in 
the weather. We had to 
rehabilitate the roof, the outside 
walls. 

“So, while men from our 
American Bridge Division 
reconstructed the building 
during the seven-to-three shift, 
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Curley were not renowned 
for the delicacy of their 
politics or the propriety of 
their deals.

“Every immigrant group 
does this at one time or 
another,” says a former 
Lindsay aide.

They are just the 
latest in a long, long line.” 

And, from the looks of 
things, they are probably 
not the last. During the 
1972 campaign, there was 
considerable pressure on 
McGovern, much of it from 
some members of his staff, 
to enlist the- Texas-based 
Chicano militants. 

La Raza Unida, 
who vromised support and 
the usual voter registration 
campaign for $60,000, 
Jose-Angel Gutierrez, one 
of La Raza’s leaders, had 
already boasted to a 
McGovern organizer that 
“we are going to show you 
that brown people can 
hustle white politicians just 
as well as blacks.” 

The pressure was 
ultimately resisted when a 
key McGovern aide con- 
vinced the candidate that 


not only was the asking 
price too high, but “they 
are going to turn around 
and Support your opponent 
anyway.” 

Which, ‘as it turned out, 
is precisely what hap- 
pened. More than a year 
after the election, the 
Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee uncovered a sheaf 
of memoes detailing how 
the Committee to Re-Elect 
the President bought La 
Raza’s neutrality. 


In one memo, Alex Ar- jj 


mendariz, director of 
CREEP’s Spanish Division, 
reported that Gutierrez had 
secretly approached the 
Republicans and assured 
them that a "quiet" con- 
tribution to La Raza's 
gubernatorial candidate 
would assure La Raza’s 
neutrality. 

A few weeks later, in 
early September, another 
memo says that La Raza 
organizers have promised 
that an $8,000 contribution 
will buy a “public con- 
demnation of McGovern.” 

Finally, just days before 
the election, Armendariz, 
in a memo to OEO director 
Philip Sanchez, urges the 
“loosening up" of several 
federal grants for La Raza 
Projects -- which, Ar- 
mendariz notes, “will be of 
mutual benefit to La Raza 
and the President.” 

The federal money was 
forthcoming, and 
Gutierrez, true to his word, 
stayed neutral.

‘cynicism is the voter 
registration drive. It has 
become an article of faith 
in Democratic presidential 
campaigns that large por- 
tions of the financial war 
chest must be set aside for 
registering new voters, 
especially in the minority 
communities. = 

It has become a 
corresponding - article of 
faith that very few new 
voters ever emerge from 
this process. 

In 1972 McGovern's 
Strategists set aside $1 
million for voter 
registration during the 
general election. 

A few days after the 
Miami convention, 
McGovern's “black coun- 
cil,” consisting of leading 
black politicians, including 
California's Willie Brown, 
New York's Patterson and 
Richard. Hatcher, mayor of 
Gary, Ind., met with key 
McGovern” aides’ in 
Washington to plan 
Strategy for the coming 
campaign. 

“They were interested in 
only one thing,” remem- 
bers one participant in the 
discussion — “money.” 

At first, the cash was 
readily forthcoming: some 
$200,000 of it was sent to 
New -York City ‘alone, 
where it was to be disbur-

Traditionally black 
children have hurled in- 
sults (usually directed 
toward the family) at their 
peers as exercises in 
keeping cool. This is one 
way of conditioning each 
other for the kinds of ex- 
periences they will have as 
minoriti@s in a majority 
culture. One youngster 
might * start insulting 
another on the playground, 
carryigg it into the hall and 
classroom. The teacher 
overhears the exchange, 
views it as_ potentially 
disruptive and intervenes. 
On the other hand, if the 
adult recognizes the 
game, then he/she may 
give a more appropriate 
response which stops the 
behavior without conflict, 

Question: . How can 
teachers thwart game 
plans without getting 
caught up in a power 
struggle? 


Answer: Before saying 
or doing anything, they 
need to understand what's 
going on. If they recognize 
the behavior as game 
playing, then they're more 


likely to deal with it 
positively. 
Question: You've men- 


tioned providing a more 
appropriate response. 
What does that mean? 


Answer: The response 
depends on the situation. 
There are several ways to 
extinguish negative 
behavior: forcing a public 
exchange into a private 
one, . separating § the 
student from his/her 
audience or by calling the 
game: Sometimes ignoring 
the behavior will be ef- 
fective,too, since behavior 
which -tsn’t-reinforced 
tends not to be repeated. 
Ideally, however, teachers 
can use blacks’ skills in 
verbalizing as: teaching 
tools. 


Question: How can they 
do that? 


Anewe.. 2; having 
Students translate black 
vernacular into standard 


_ English. They can study 


fon-verbal behavior and its 
relationship to the verbal 
or styles of speaking, in- 
cluding the use of oral 
propaganda. Teachers can 


build upon black 
youngsters’ ‘oral com- 
munication _ strengths —in 
teaching listening skills or 
articulation. And those 
ideas are just a start. Most 


important is that teachers 
recognize an area in which 
blacks may excel and build 
on that to give them other 
kinds of experiences in 
both academic and social 
learning.

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Black Student Rally Protests 
OSU's Staff, Faculty Bias

Two Ohio State Univer- 
sity black organizations, 
Afro-Am and the Black 
Greeks, sponsored a well 
attended rally Thursday, 
May 8, in the Ohio Union. 

General purposes of the 
tally were to enlighten the 
Students about the lack of 
black representation on 
student, faculty, staff and 
administrative levels, the 
failure to actively recruit 
potential blacks to fill 
these positions, and to 
make the black student 
body aware of demands 
that would be presented to 
the Board of Trustees at 
their next meeting. 

According to Kochenga 
Ashe, chairman of the All- 
African Student and 
Faculty Union (AASFU) ap- 
proximately 2.25% of in- 
structors and ad- 
ministrators are blacks, 
there is one black depart- 
ment head, no black deans 
and only 5 black 
professors. 

Out of a student 
population of more than 
50,000 blacks total 2,565 or 
5.2% and other minorities 
(Native American, Oriental

Ashe, urging all blacks 
to organize and be com- 
pletely against Tfeac- 
tionism, told the audience 
of 350 that if the demands 
were not met immediately, 
peaceful demonstrations 
would ensue.
